Seattle, June 22.—The facts leading
up to the shooting of Colonel Edwin
Emerson Jr, war correspondent of the

Intelligencer In the far east are re-
lated by R. L. Dunn, correspondent in
Corea for an American weekly maga-
zlne, who reached this city tonight
Mr. Dunn made this statement after
being Informed that Colonel Emerson
was dead; "

“Colonel Emerson as a military man,
was well aware of the position occu-
pled by the Japanese soldiers. Some-
time ago he made the announcement
that he intended to go through the
Russian lines and work from that
vantage point. "When It came to the
ears of the Japanese military authori-
ties that Emerson Intended to take
this step an officer approached an-
other representative of BEmerson's
paper and informed him that If he
took such a step the government could
scarcely be further responsible for his
safely,

“I contemplated a move similar to
that outlined by Mr. Emerson” said
Mr. Dunn, “but the Jupanese made it
clear to me that it would not be wise
for me to profesd,

“Emeraon held papers which would
have carried him through the Russian
lines in safety. In view of these fasts
I am inclined to think the real story
of his deaty has not been learned.”

Russians Lose Boats.

Tokio, June 22.—(3 p. m.)—The Jap-
anese captured a junk leaving Port
Arthur  yesterday, June 21. and the
Chinamen on hoard say that a few days
ago two Russian torpedo bont destroy-
ers and the steamer Shintalpin struck
mines at the entrance to the harbor
and sank. One hundred and forty lives
were lost, according to their account.
